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The Roman Catholics and Tenperance, 


One of the most earnest, practical 
and influential temperance men in the 
country is Bishop Ireland of Minne- 
sota, He is as devoted to the cause as 
Mr. Gough or Francis Murphy, Miss 
Frances Willard or Neal Dow. His 
special field of action is among the 
people of his own religious faith, the 
Roman Catholics, yet his efforts are 
not contined to them. On occasion he 
co-operates most heartily with others, 
The annual convention, the fourteenth, 
of the Catholic Total Abstinence Union 
of America, held in Chicago, August 
7 and 8, was a noble meeting. ‘Two 
archbishops of the Church (Feehan of 
Chicago and Elder of Cincinnati), for 
the first time, gave it their warm sup- 
port. ‘The public meetings were held 
in Central Music Hall, whieh was 
packed to the full, Archbishop Fee- 
han pictured, with terrible truth and 
realism, the evils of intemperance—the 
desolation and, the shame and fears, 
the cruelty, the delirium and blusphemy, 
that go with it. He and other speak- 
ers insisted boldly on the duty of total 
abstinence. 

Bishop Ireland, especially told some 
plain truths. It is a fact, he said, not 
to be disguised, that in the large cities 
Catholics furnish the largest proportion 
of criminals and paupers, Whatis the 
cause? It intemperance, ‘Take 
away the cause, and the change would 
come at once. Moreover, he said, too 
many Catholics are engaged in the sa- 
loon business. These are facts that 
must be looked squarely in the face, 
and they should so educate the people 
that they will not run saloons. Liquor 
sellers are doing the Chureh more harm 
than comes from any other source, and 
they should not be treated with cringing 
or fear. Try, he said, to get every 
Catholic to stop selling liquor. Do not 
handle the saloon keeper tenderly. Keep 
at him until he is shown the 
his ways, and, if necessary, use forci- 
ble means to that end. 

Ordinary means alone, he argued 
will not do; extraodinary measures ure 
necessary. Example and moral sua- 
sion are powerful, but appeal should 
also be made to the just and fair laws 
of the land. ‘Phe duty of every  citi- 
zen to do what he can to secure the en- 
forcement of the laws was _ fittingly in- 
sisted upon by this earnest bishop, But 
the very lawlessness of the saloon 
keepers is such that the people will 
before long, he said, rise and end this 
curseful saloon power. To the same 
effect Archbishop Elder urged the public 
duty. Any American citizen, he said, 
who retuses to help see the laws on the 
Statute book enforced, should abdicate 
his right as a citizen. 

We welcome such utterances, espec- 
ially from such men, and we trust that 
they foreshadow the speedy coming of 
the time when the whole vast influence 
of the Romish Church shall be directed 
avowedly and vigorously ugainst the 
evilin question. —[Zhe Congregation- 
alist, 
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Car Drivers & Conductors Opposed to 
Cleveland, 


The Car-drivers and Conductors’ 
Association held a large meeting at No. 
701 Third Avenue on Saturday night, 
When resolutions were adopted con- 
demning Governor Cleveland’s action 
on the Car-drivers and Conductors’ bill. 
It was specifically declared by all the 
speakers that the organization was not 
political in any sense. ‘The resolutions 
set forth that in refusing to sign the bill, 
Governor Cleveland overlooked the fact 
that the car-drivers and conductors are 
compelled to work more hours than any 
other class of men in the various trades 
throughout the States; deprived of eat- 
ing at home or even seeing their wives 
and children either by night or day ; 
are deprived of social intercourse in 
every respect; subject to disease and 
sickness by exposure from the winter's 
cold and summer’s torrid heat; that he 
was unmindful that had the bill become 
i Jaw they might have been less subject 
to a lite of slavery, misery and toil; 
that in refusing to sign the bill he has 
shown himself not in sympathy with 
the car-drivers and conductors through- 
out the State, but, as in| many othe in- 
stances, as indicated by his vetoes, is 
in direct antagonism to the welfare and 
benetit of the working classes, and a 
thorough and upholder of 
great corporations. For these reasons 
the meeting denounced Goyernor Cleve- 
land as totally unfit to act as the Chief 
Executive of the Mmpire State, ‘* both 
us to mental capacity and his regard 
for the rights of the masses,” and called 
on all conductors and drivers to aid in 
the clection of Blaine and 
Irom the N. Y. Tribune.

Feeding the Dead.

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Tatooing Among Alaska Indians. 


A man who has passed much time 
trapping and hunting in Alaska says: 
Although the Yukon Indians have 
abandoned many of their old customs, 
under the teaching of occasional mis- 
sionaries, all of them still keep to the 


queer habit of tattooing. The way 


they do this is different from any I ever | 


saw or heard of. Instead of pricking 
the stuff in with sharpened bones or 
needles, they make a paste out of char- 


coal grease, soak a thread in it, punch | 


a needle through the flesh so that it 
comes out at a different hole from the 
one where it entered, and then draw the 
thread through under the skin. The 
operation is painful, for the flesh swells 
up and looks very much inflamed. Men 
tattoo only their hands and wrists, with 
pictures of the mobler animals, or fish, 
but the women tattoo their faces also. 
These latter begin the process when 
they are quite young, making birds, 
turtles, or other insignificant 
things on their hands and wrists, while 
they draw lines of different kinds on 
on their chins and the lower part of 
the cheeks. Asa rule this tattooing is 
done entirely in blue, but now and then 
there is an Indian who has dotted red 
spots through the blue.
